ror of fire and sword. The other 
forces ho knew 'not—llic-spirit "'of 
brotherhood which is being bpr,n in 
the ashes of adversity in a ^dozcn 
countries, among1 a score of peoples; 
the spirit which may change Ihc world 
as no destructive fury of the Naz.is 
can ever change it. Aggression and 
oppression have never failed to unite 
their victims in bonds of strength 
which eventually grew into mighty 
power overwhelming the persecutor. 


China was disunited, a 
formless 


mass of opposing factions. Then came 
the Japanese invasion, and loday— 
China united, her diverse peoples 
fused into a brotherhood of suffer- 
ing whose strength is only beginning 
to be seen. 


Britain was disunited, a people torn 


by class distinctions and diverse views. 
The Nazi bombers came, and today— 
a tight little island fortress whose 
people are one in the brotherhood of 
their great effort, a spiritual power 
yet to be reckoned wilh. 


Thus wilh Ihe Jewish captivity in 


Egypt 
stud 
Babylon—captives 
and 


slaves, the Jews became brothers in 
their persecution. Today 
they live 


and thrive—but where are Babylon 
and Egypt? 


Thus with the persecuted Christians 


of Rome. St. Paul was in prison, but 
he converted his guards. The Christ- 
ians were a persecuted minority in 
Rome. Yet Christianity covers 
the 


globe today, and where are the Ro- 
mans? 


Assistant Secretary of Stale Boric 


brought these examples down to mod- 
ern times in a recent conference on 
science, philosophy and religion 
at 


Columbia University. In most of Eu- 
•ope today, he noted, Ihe Nazis com- 
pel the Jews to wear the yellow Star 
of David. They intend it as a badge 
of dishonor. But it is a signal of 
Brotherhood; an outward sign to dis- 
tinguish brothers, symbol of an in- 
ward and unconquerable strength.

fitted her for the Americans, sail- 
ed norlh againsl England in early 
fall. Her captain was a veteran mas- 
er who called himself Paul Jones, 
-lis real name was John Paul, but 
10 had given it up, and taken the 
'Jones" after some trouble at sea 
n which a man had been killed. 
Jones was a short man, not over 
feet, 7. inches. But years of sail- 


ng liad put amazing strength into 
lis disproportionately long arms and 
back. He had light hair, sharp featur- 
es and a bad temper. 


John Paul Jones' "fleet" consisted 


of the Alliance, a 36-gun frigalc; the 
Dallas, a 32-gmi merchant ship; and 
the Richard. The Richard carried six 
old 18-poundert; on her gun deck, 
twenty-eight 12-pounders on her main 
deck and 8 six-pounders on her quar- 
terdeck and forecastle. Not a very 
'ormidablc fleet, but a beginning, 


Jones and his fleet sailed norlh, 


through Ihc Irish Sea, around Scot- 
land and started down the cast coast 
of Britain. He had captured several 
merchant prizes but was yet to get 
into the fight for which he and his 
crew itched. 


Late one afternoon (it was Septem- 


ber 23), just off Flamborough Head, 
Yorkshire, the Richard's lookoul spied 
sail to the east. As thn ships drew 
closer, Jones made out 40 ships of 
Britain's Baltic merchant fleet, re- 
turning home under convoy of the 
Scrapis, 44 guns, and the Countess of 
Scarborough 22. 


The Richard was outclassed by the 


longer-range guns of the Serapis, a 
new double-decker. But it was grow- 
ing dark, and Jones knew that, with 
a convoy to protect, Ihc Scrapis would 
come in close lo try to end a fight 
before, dark. He bent every avail- 
able said on the Richard to come up 
for battle. The Pallas bore down on 
Ihe Countess of Scarborough. The Al- 
liance was still fa rin the rear.

Agent Advises 
Farmers to 
Save Seeds 


Increase Defense 
Demands Means 
Feed Crops Would 
Be Logical 


With increased demands for dairy 


and poultry products by the defense 
Program, feed crop production log- 
icallp has increased in importance. 
Therefore, saving of planting seed, 
and proper storage are particularly 
important now, says Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent 


Weevils are the most serious insect 


pests of peas and beans in storage in 
Arkansas, and where no care is taken 
to prevent breeding of these pests, 
seed losses of as much as 50 per cent 
occur, according to special informa- 
tion received from William R. Hors- 
fall, University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture. 


Weevil injury, says the entomologist, 


begins in the field before harvest, and 
continues into the fall and early win- 
, ter, unless certain precautions are 


taken. Of course, early harvesting and 
threshing means less injury in the 
field. 


The problem of adequate storage 


space which is sufficiently tight may 
be solved on most farms by using 
barrels or drums. This year, especial- 
ly, drums which contained 
calcium 


arsenate are plentiful 
and may be 


Used. Lard, vinegar, or lime-sulphur 
barrels likewise make good bins for 
storing poas and beans. Use of barrels 
with loose fitting staves should be 
avoided. Of course, seed so stored 
must be thoroughly dry before it is i 
placed in the barrels or drums in 
order to prevent heating. 


That part of the crop which is in- 


tended for seed may be stored safely 
for long periods when placed with 
very dry dust in the drums or bar- 
rels. Dusts such as road dust, wood- 
ashes, and slaked lime are most use- 
ful.

again the seed should be stored in 
drums or barrels, which may be filled 
to within two inches of the top of 
the barrels. On top of the seed pour 
.two teaspoo; sful of carbon disul- 
phide for eai .1 bushel of seed. Tie a 
sheet of building paper or heavy tar- 
paulin tightl yover each barrel and 
allow to stand. 
Repeat every six 


weeks until cold weather. 


Carbon disulphide is highly inflam-

WASHINGTON - A list of this 


administration's one-time friends, ap- 
pointees or otherwise favored persons 
who have become critical thorns in 
the administration's side would be 
longer than your arms. 


High up on that list is the genial 


gentleman from Virginia, Sen. Harry 
Flood Byrd, who, after a year of 
comparative quiet 
while 
stringing 


along with the Presidents' 
foreign 


policies, has busted loose again with 
one of the strongest denunciations 
of the defense production lag that 
has come from any Democratic quar- 
ter . 


Although 
it never 
was 
widely 


known and now is almost forgotten, 
it was President Roosevelt who open- 
ed the door of the United States 
Senate for the former Virginia gov- 
ernor. 


At one time, before the prenomina- 


iipn campaign 
o£ 1932, Byrd 
was 


Roosevelt's selection for chairman of 
the national Democratic 
committee. 


Eyrd would have had the post, too, 
but John J. Raskob didn't resign 
as expected. After Roosevelt's first 
election, however, he was in position 
to bring Byrd to the senate—by ap- 
pointing Virginia Senator Claude A. 
Ewanson as secretary of the navy. 
Byrd then was appointed to 
suc- 


ceed Swanson, and has held the seat 
ever since. 


Opposed Pump-Priming 
Senator Byrd hardly had taken his

As 
governor, he had balanced the Vir- 
ginia budget and drastically reorgan- 
ized the state government, much to 
the consternation and unhappiness of 
the bureaucrats.

in Arkansas has been held back, "Mr. 
Simmons said, "largely because of the 
lack of machinery to harvest the seed, 
and the- fear that unfavorable weather 
may not permit the seed to set or ma- 
ture." 


The harvesting problem, the exten- 


sion agronomist said, is being solved 
by the increasing number of small 
combines, and, he pointed out, farm- 
ers who have become famaliar with 
vetch are beginning to learn that even 
if vetch does not set seed, it can sli'l 
be turned under as a soil improving 
crop in time to be followed by a feed 
crop. 


The county agent advises farmers 


who are planning to save sued next 
summer to make their plans at plant- 
ing time. Though vetch planted in 
any manner may be harvested if it 
makes seed, harvesting is easier when 
the vutch is planted with a small grain 
for support, he said. Rye is usually 
best for planting with vetch, because 
of its stiff straw and high growing na- 
ture. Barley is a belter crop to grow 
with vetch than oats, but both of 
these crops are pulled down by the 
rank-growing vetch, which makes har- 
vesting difficult.

On liquidation of the cotton, net 
prcoeeds after deduction of advances 
Ind accrued costs, including storage, 
insurance and handling charges, will 
be distributed among producers whose 
cotton has been placed in the pool, 
in proportion to their interest. No 
sales of the pooled stocks will be 
made prior to March 1 ,1942.
